W hen the news reached the Coast that 
the President had signed the Chinese 
Exclusion bill, the Democratic State Cen­ 
tral Committee decided to make it the 
occasion of a simultaneous rally along 
the line. The County Committee here at 
once gave instructions to have salutes 
fired at intervals from the wigwam on 
New High street, and the sullen boom of 
the cannou ever and anon reverberating 
over the city called the attention of the 
community to the grand episode which 
had occured in the history of the State. 
At dusk bonfires were lighted, and by 
:30 a large concourse had assembled at 
the grand stand and eagerly awaited the 
arrival of the orators. By 8 o’clock the 
platform was occupied by members of the 
County Central Committee aud the var­ 
ious political organizations, and a few 
minutes later Mr. John Shirley W ard, 
who acted as President of the e\ ening 
opened the proceedings with the follow­ 
ing address: 
“ Ladies and gentlem en— 
More than a hundred years ago the bell 
of independence rang throughout the 
land and was heard by three m illions of 
American citizens. To-day Grover Cleve­ 
land lias touched a bell that will thrill 
the heart of every man on the Pacific 
:oast. This new declaration of indepen­ 
dence means the absolution of California 
from the bondage of the Chinese race. 
For twenty-five years California has on 
bended knee piteously appealed to W ash­ 
ington for relief from the Mongolian in­ 
vasion, and to-day her prayer has been 
answered. 
It has been a long war to 
gain our end, and we have been assailed 
on all sides by the Republican party 
for their leader, Harrison, voted per­ 
sistently, joyfully, aye, gladly to make 
the cords of the Chinese hold Etrouger, 
but to-day he stands mieerably whipped. 
Blaine it is true, from his place in the 
front of their ranks says: 
“ The Chi­ 
nese must go.” Harrison with a know­ 
ing look adds, “ You bet,” but Morton, 
lookiDg over the steel rails of the C ana­ 
dian Pacific, says to them , “ Come and 
rest on this bosom, thy home is still 
here.”

MAJ. ARBUCKLB’S SPEECH . 
Mr. W ard then introduced Maj. A r­ 
buckle, whose appearance was greeted 
with loud applause. 
He said: 
“ Mr. 
President, ladies and gentlemen—I come 
up to-niglit like an old Methodist, with 
my bible in my hand, the bible of the 
United States, the Congressional Re­ 
cord, not w hat is promised, but what 
has been done. In all the cyclones of 
war and politics, 
when

ernm ent has groaned in every fibre,

gone down and at last they find refuge 
in an ark launched when the country 
was made. 
We have had as our com­ 
mander a true, thorough, dignified and 
grand American, the greatest American 
of the day, Grover Cleveland, and he has 
proved an officer who never waits nor 
vacillates. 
Year after year since the first

of 
the 
Chinese 
horde 
on our Coast, the people of California 
have 
held 
up thefr hands in an 
appeal for protection but not until to­ 
night has it come. I t comes now as 
welcome as the message over the hills of 
Judea. 
“ The Chinese m ust go and the 
Californians who have earned this coun 
try shall have it for themselves and their 
children.” The great Ameiican who is 
the author of this great statute, the 
Chinese Exclusion bill, 
W illiam 
L. 
Scott, was born in perfect 
poverty. 
Helped 
by 
his 
mother 
to 
a 
small education he became a page 
the Honse of Representatives and has 
come up steadily, until now he is in the 
front rank, and occupies a place to-night 
in the heart of every Californian second 
only to the President of the United 
States. 
He controls the anthracite coal 
business in a large district and in his 
town he establishes cverv winter a coal 
depository where fuel is furnished to the 
widow and orphan so that none may go 
cold. In Erie, Pa., the place of his 
birth and mine, no m an dare utter 
a word against him . H e was elected by 
3200 majority in a Republican district 
that on a previous occasion, with another 
candidate, gave 4200 majority the other 
way. 
I hold in my hand a document 
from which I wish to read you an extract 
regarding this labor question. 
After the 
war, in support of “ An act to encourage 
immigration,” Senator Sherman made a 
speech in which he said that the labor 
market had become so depleted that 
it was necessary to get help from 
abroad.

W hen the Colonel advanced to the 
speaker’s table the shout of applause 
that w ent up m ust have been heard 
many blocks away. It was prolonged tco 
and although Colonel Irish stood waving 
his hand in a mute request for silence it 
was fully a minute before the enthusiasm 
could be pacified.

Having passed a day of rest and recrea­ 
tion from the fatigues of a long tour, I

Since 1S8(> I have 
made an especial study of the diplomatic 
history connected with the infliction of 
coolie competition with American labor, 
and with the knowledge I have thus 
gained I am prompted to say that the 
end is not yet, and th at the act done by 
the President to-dav in signing the 
Chinese Exclusion bill may simply be a 
prelude to a time th at may call forth the 
soldierly qualities of every American 
citizen. At the very inception of my 
investigations regarding this Chinese 
question 1 found th at England occupied 
the 
position of a disturbing force. 
England holds the port of Hong Kong 
by virtue of eonquest, and she claims 
th at all coolies who come here from that 
place are entitled to the privileges ac­ 
corded to British subjects. 
Now, when 
the last treaty was sent to Pekin for 
ratification, the Chinese Government 
refused to accept it, and this was the re­ 
sult of English influence. There are two 
reasons why the English Government 
should do this. The first is because the 
deportation of coolies from Hong Kong 
gives business to English ships, and the 
second reason is because England is in­ 
clined to ^ retaliate on America and 
punish 
her 
for 
her 
high 
spirit 
shown in refusing to accept the Fisheries 
bill. So when the Chinese bill passed 
the House, the threat came from Eng­ 
land that if it became law, England pro­ 
posed to see th at her English subjects 
from Hong Kong had all the rights here 
th at they have had heretofore. 
The 
position taken by the British Govern­ 
m ent in this m atter is an illogical one. 
England, because of conquest of part of 
the Chinese territory claims the right 
under treaties with us to be able to send 
her coolies here. 
Now she has in India 
thiee hundred and Bixty millions of sub­ 
jects of many races and clans and sup­ 
pose she claims the same rights regard­ 
ing them . 
She m ay go to any quarter 
of 
the 
world 
under 
this 
theory 
and make 
conquests 
of 
land 
and 
people, 
and 
no 
m atter 
how 


legislation that has always supported 
your rights. A double motive will urg# 
you on, not only yonr good citizenship, 
but a feeling of gratitude, and you 
will fly to your arm s because your 
country has been brought into that war 
by defending you. 
Beyond the rnoun* 
tains there is that party which has heard 
your cry—Blaine has done a good deal oC 
talking on the m atter, but Cleveland is 
a man of deeds, and every time he in­ 
dulges in an act it is in the interest of hia 
country and his countrymen. 
We are 
not the first people who have suffered 
from an Asiatic invasion. At the dawn 
of history one day there came sailing over 
the seas a mighty host of Medes and 
Persians to strike down the Greeks be­ 
cause they had taken 
the republic 
of 
Platcea 
from 
the 
Persiana* 
Herodotus 
tells 
us 
of 
that 
lit­ 
tle 
Greek 
arm y 
on 
the 
slopes 
over 
the 
plains 
of M arathon and 
the glittering hosts of Medea and Persin 
who with all the pomp and magnificence 
of wealth were 
gathered 
to destroy 
Greece. The Greeks with spears set 
came charging down Mount Cithccron, 
but as they saw the mighty arm y they 
had to meet, they halted and their hearts 
thumped beneath their tunics. Sudden­ 
ly they heard in the distance a hoarse 
war cry, and over the crest of a hill ap­ 
peared the Platrean arm y which had 
come to pay its debt to Greece. 
Their 
hearts stopped thum ping because they 
knew 
that 
Athens had 
a 
friend 
that 
day, 
and 
they 
won 
the 
victory not so much because of the Pla- 
tcean aid, but because of the kaowledge 
of their gratitude. That was a time 
when the Asiatic hordes came up from 
the sea and tried to destroy the Western 
civilization that had its stronghold in 
Athens. They have come out of the sea 
again, and when they landed on our 
shores they assailed us as surely as the 
Medes and Persians did the Greeks in 
those days. They struck at the weakest 
spot in our line, for that is always where 
the laborer stands—the man whose daily 
bread depends upon his toil. 
On the 
Pacific Coast we looked around anxiously 
for 
help 
and 
at 
last 
it 
came 
from beyond the mountains where led in 
the Senate by Thurm an in 1882, the 
Democratic party came to your help. 
It 
has stood your friend and defender ever 
since, and under the leadership of Grover 
Cleveland ha9 efficiently this day de­ 
livered our fair country from the curse 
which hung over it.

jails, tbe prisons 
the asylums of this country, and I don’t 
want to see it again. I have always 
been proud of my party, but I am 
prouder than ever of it to-night, for it 
haH set upon its head a crown of glory 
and has at last placed upon the statute 
books an efficient l iw for the protection 
of labor in California. 
When you go to 
the polls, my friends, remember th is.” 
Colonel Irish’s speech was one of the 
most successful orations ever delivered 
in the city, and was frequently interrupt­ 
ed by bursts of hearty and sponta­ 
neous applause. 
H e received quite 
au ovation on its conclusion, whereupon 
he retired to a seat on the platform and 
listened to the next speaker. This was 
Mr. F. Scofield, who addressed himself 
to the labor element in a very eloquent 
oration which lack of space prevent» 
giving here. W hen he had finished 
there were loud demands for a song 
from Major Arbuckle and that gentle­

son,” after which the meeting adjourned.

City Auditor Teed reported that he 
h ad appointed E. E. Danforth to the 
place made vacant by the resignation of 
T. W. Neely. Appointment confirmed.

Messrs. Gibbs and M oriarty were ap­ 
pointed to the Finance Committee in the 
absence of Messrs. Lovell and Bosby- 
shell. 
The City Attorney was instructed to 
draw a contract for furnishing two hose 
carts for the city for $400 each. 
The Fire Commissioners recommended 
th at the bid of Jas. Nesmith to furnish a 
hose cart for $690 be accepted. 
Adopted. 
Also recommended th at 49 poles be 
purchased for $4 each. Adopted. 
Mayor W orkman appeared and offered 
the following message: 
“ There is now existing a vacancy in 
the office of Chief of Police.

Mayor and confirmation by the Council, 
I appoint to said office of Chief of Police, 
Capt. H. H. Benedict, of this city, and 
ask that his appointment be confirmed.’’

City Attorney Daly sent in the follow­ 
ing opinion upon the Chief of Police 
m atters: 
In answer to your first question, “Has the 
Mayor a right to appoint a Chief of Police 
under Section 2 Article 3 of the Charter?” 
Section 2 d e c la re n that should the Council 
create any office and make no special provision 
for fllliD g the same (thia la not an office created 
by Council), or Bhould any office, except thoae 
of City Aaieaaor, City Tax Collector. Mayor and 
members of the Council, become vacant before 
the expiration of the term of the incumbent 
elected or oppolnted to ancb office, it ahall be 
the duty of the Mayor . by and with and sub- 
Íect to the consent and confirmation of the 
Souncil—UDlesa in cage of any office erected by 
Council, which the office of Chief of Police is 
not, to appoint a suitable person to flU the 
same for such unexpired term. The only ques­ 
tion involved is—is the office of Chief of Police 
an office rnnniDg for a special term 
If it be, 
fora specified term, and a portion of the term 
has not expired, men the authority to appoint 
ia in the Mayor. If, however, there Is no portion 
of the term remaining, there is no authority in 
the Mayor to appoint a person to fill such va­ 
cancy. The present Council, as I am Instructed, 
at the beginning of its present session declared 
that all officers whoee appointment was in the 
Council should hold office during the pleasure 
of the Council. If that be the condition and

Cuddvlsthe only procedure that goes to es­ 
tablish a different rule 
At that time it was de­ 
termined that it would require a majority of 
the members of the Council. If that is not to 
be accepted as the rule of action it would ap­ 
pear that the Council is st liberty to vary 
action as circumstances may require. 
Mr. H umphreys Baiil that he had sub­ 
m itted the question to two of the lead­ 
ing lawyers of the city and they had de­ 
cided that a majority of a quorum was 
sufficient to elect. 
Mr. Collins objected to the appoint­ 
ment of a Chief of Police by the Mayor, 
and he thought that more members of 
the Council should be prssent. 
After some di-cussion upon this matter 
Mr. Hum phreys decided that Captain 
Benedict had been elected Chief of Police. 
Mr. Collins moved that the newly 
elected Chief’s name be stricken from 
the pay roll as he had not been regularly 
elected, but the motion received no sec­ 
ond. Mr. Collins said th at he would not 
vote to pay his salary when it came be­ 
fore the Council.

C A T A R R H . 


The term catarrh Is applied to a peculiar dis­ 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarming extent and is produc­ 
tive of very serious consequences.

Many sufferers are obliged to lte 
with the head very much elevated iu order to 
sleep with some degree of comfort 
In 
others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind aud above tho soft pal­

T u e tremendous crowd at the Demo­ 
cratic grand stand which last night rati­ 
fied President Cleveland’s signing of the 
Scott Exclusion bill,dem onstrated beyond 
cavil the sympathy of the masses with 
the Democracy in the contest for good 
governm ent and popular rights.

$107,752,803.

finding $440,050 in money. 
We had an 
idea that we were a little more fore­ 
handed in ready cash than such an ex- 
v hibit would indicate. 
But if we are hard 
up for money th at is sim ply nothing 
when it comes to our paucity of bonds 
and other securities. 
In State, county 
an d municipal bonds he only found the 
paltry 
sum of $10,070. 
H e nearly 
equaled this in beehives, which figure 
for $9,352. This, in onr opinion, goes to 
■how th a t it is the capitalist, rather than 
the bee man, who impiovea each shining 
hour. 
We come to the front with $165 
worth of dogs and $400 worth of birds, 
while Angora goats are assessed at $30. 
The great absence of local securities is 
¿he most interesting feature of the 
“ demnition total.” 
And yet it is flatter­ 
ing to this section, as it shows that our 
bonds and debentures m ust undoubtedly 
be in great demand abroad. 


A DreaS B o o s - T h e E x clu sio n B ill 
Sign ed . 
We cannot refrain from sympathizing 
with our Republican brethren of the 
press. They have been busily engaged 
announcing that Mr. Cleveland would 
not sign the Exclusion bill. The Chron­ 
icle was at special pains to picture the 
em barrassm ent of the President. 
Ac­ 
cording to that veracious journal—the 
mouthpiece of 
General M anager de 
Young himself—the President was seek­ 
ing scapegoats upon whom he might 
throw the responsibility of its introduc­ 
tion into the House. 
It was originally 
introduced because it was supposed that 
the Republican Senate would not pass it, 
and thus Democratic capital could be 
made from Republican obstructions. The 
Republican Senators having passed Mr. 
Scott’s measure, M r.Cleveiand, according 
to the same high authority, was seeking 
for a plausible excuse for a veto, which 
was to be found in the statem ent th at the 
bill, instead of having em anated from 
the W hite House, was really drawn up 
by Solicitor-General Jenks, w ithout the 
President’s knowledge. On this ingen­ 
ious superstructure of Republican fancy 
Mr. Cleveland was to put the finishing 
touch of a Presidential veto. 
Alas 
and 
alack-a-day! 
All these 
gauzy sophistries are at once scattered to 
the four winds of heaven by Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s signing of the bill. The Chronicle 
and its Republican confreres will again 
be thrown back on their imagination to 
explain their explanations. 
Inevitably, 
roorbacks about the patriotic Democratic 
Executive will be at a discount for some 
days to come. 
Even Republican im pu­ 
dence will scarcely be equal to the task 
of resuming the role of misrepresenta­ 
tion at once. 
Every year since his assumption of 
this great trust Mr. Cleveland has grown 
steadily in the estimation of the Ameri­ 
can people.

Hayes and A rthur shullled with the 
question, how they sought loopholes for 
obstruction and how for years any gen­ 
uine relief was denied to our people. 
With the signing of the Scott bill a new 
era begins for wage-earnera on this Coast, 
and a danger of ominous proportions has 
been averted from the labor of the whole 
United States. 
We in California are at 
last allowed the blessed privilege of at 
least being able to calculate the extent 
and approximate duration of the curse 
which was entailed upon this Coast by 
the Burlingame treaty. The párente who 
have seen their children shut out of 
many avenues of employment by the 
Mongolian, know that when a Chinaman 
leaves California for his home in far 
Cathay he leaves forever, and that day 
by day the opportunities for making an 
honest living are improving for their off­ 
spring. 
Month by m onth the heavy 
hand that weighed down the legitimate 
development of this State will lessen its 
pressure. At the end of the dark vista a 
bright horizon of hope for our youth of 
both eexes glows with rainbow radiance. 
And it is seen of all men that this splen­ 
did boon is due to the nerve and states­ 
m anship of a Democratic administration. 
We do not claim that our Republican 
fellow citizens on this coast are less 
honest in their opposition to the incur­ 
sion of the coolies than we are, but we 
do claim th at with a Republican adm in­ 
istration in power we could never have 
secured a measure of absolute exclusion.

have simply changed his m ind as he 
saw himself threatened with the loss of 
the electoral votes of California and Ne­ 
vada. Our people are not hunting for 
an eleventh hour convert. They prefer to 
adhere to a mau of fixed purpose and 
consistent record. 
All honor to President Cleveland ! He 
says that the Chinese are non-aBsimila- 
tive and that there is a moral aspect of 
the question. The tens of thousands of 
wrecked careers on the Pacific Coast 
emphasize his rem arks, and the people 
are prepared to say, ‘'W ell done, thou 
good and faithful servant.” 
His signing 
of the Scott Exclusion bill will cause his 
name to be graven in brass in the Gold­ 
en Gate and his memory to be cherished 
as of sweet savor. 


P ro ph etic off P eril to th e R ep u b lic 
Nearly twenty years ago a great apos­ 
tle of freedom for the people said : The 
land of England has ruled it for six hun­ 
dred years. The corporations of America 
mean to rule it in the same w ay; and un­ 
less some power more radical than that 
of ordinary politics is found, will rule it 
inevitably. I confess that the only fear 
I have in regard to Republican institu­ 
tions is whether, in our day, any ade­ 
quate remedy will be found for this in­ 
coming flood of the power of incorporated 
wealth. 
No statesman, no public man 
yet has dared to defy it. Every man 
that has met it has been crushed to pow­ 
der ; and the only hope of any effectual 
grapple with it is by rousing the actual

To-day the trusts, the monopolies, the 
combines and the plutocrats hold sway, 
The only hope of the masses against the 
oppression of centralized wealth lies in 
the continued rule and direction of the 
Democratic party—ever the bulw ark of 
the liberties of the people.

The offence seems to be intensified by 
the fact that it looks as 
f it had come 
overthegrapevinetelegru .il, a method 
for the instant transmis.--ion of news 
sometimes specially 
favored by the 
Tribune. Probably no finer instance of 
the 
blessed 
effects 
of 
protection 
could 
be 
h it 
upon than 
Mexico. 
The 
richest 
country in the world, 
it is yet 
the 
poorest. 
But 
then 
it possesses riches tineless in th e shape 
of probably the highest tariff on earth. 
The Mexican officials show a devotion to 
the tariff which is positively touching in 
its entirety and intensity. If a Custom­ 
house officer iu that country, which so 
exemplifies H arrisen’s ideas of devotion 
to high protection, thinks the tariff not 
high enough, he immediately raises it on 
his own motion. 
He has even been 
known to carry his devotion to an ab­ 
stract idea to the extent of piling on the 
tariff until he absorbed the whole cargo 
of foreign goods. The interesting feature 
about the Mexican tariff system is that it 
is by no means confined to ports of entry. 
He believes in the idea of enforcing the 
payment 
of 
duties, 
and he often 
exacts them in the most unexpected 
places. 
A 
crossroads 
suits 
his 
purpose iust as well as would a port 
crowded with the argosies of the world’s 
commerce. 
He is positively ideal in his 
devotion to a principle. The iron man- 
facturera of Pennsylvania are far lets 
honest than the interior Custom-house 
officers of Mexico. 
The former exact 
their dues as inexorably as do the Mexi­ 
can officials (sometimes uncourteously 
denominated highwaym en), but they do 
not divide as equitably as do the latter. 
The Mexican distributes the usufruct oí 
his abstract devotion to principle, share 
and share alike, amongst his com­ 
pañeros, while the Pennsylvania m anu­ 
facturer leaves his employes out of the 
count. 
Here is a distinction with a dif­ 
ference, and it is all in favor of the 
Mexican. 
As a high protection country Mexico is 
undoubtedly entitled to go up head, and 
our esteemed contemporary, the Tribune, 
ought to be more discreet in future. 
If 
the Mexicans, as a result of their high 
protection theories, in the abstract and 
the concrete, are indeed crowding into the 
United States, at least that organ of 
high protection ought to keep it dark. 


T h e spontaneity and enthusiasm with 
which the Democrats last night ratified 
the signing of the Scott Exclusion bill by 
the President shows the fervor of t*ie 
Democratic sentim ent on the Chinese 
question. It is honest, hearty and un­ 
bounded. There is no lip service about 
it. The bulk of the Democratic vote is 
made up of people who have to toil for a 
living, aud whose children have to earn 
their bread by the sweat of their brows. 
Small wonder that their joy should be 
great as the glad news rings out th a t the 
long and cruel competition with slave 
Mongolian labor is surely if slowly draw­ 
ing to a close—that no longer th e news 
of the arrival of shiploads of Chinamen 
shall ring in their ears with dam nable 
iteration, and the Republican working­ 
man will sympathize with his Democratic 
brother and slip in his ballot to keep 
company with his struggling partner in 
toil. Iu this case as in many others it 
will be found that “ a fellow feeling 
makes us wond’rous kind.” 


T h e Supervisors yesterday fixed the 
rate for the county tax for Los An­ 
geles county.

for

tax, 
which 
leaves 
the 
net impost on city property, for State and 
county 
purposes 
one 
dollar. 
This 
will yield a very large sum, and it is 
heartily to be hoped that it will be wisely 
employed. 
G ieat and substantial im ­ 
provements ought to be effected with the 
right royal income which the Board of 
Supervisors will control this year. If 
business m ethods are adopted in the af­ 
fairs of the county, such splendid reve­ 
nues ought to give us good roads every­ 
where, with here and there a boulevard, 
which, after a few years, would attract 
the adm iration of the world. I t should 
not be forgotten that all the world flocks 
to Loa Angeles, and we ought to be re­ 
sponsive to the situation!

The September W heat Excitem ent

J a c k s o n v il l e , F la., October 1.—The 
scourge has increased in force again, and 
the new cases reported for the last 
twenty-four hours num ber ninety-nine, 
of which twenty-five were w hites and 
seventy-four colored. 
There were ten 
deaths. 
The total num ber of cases to 
date is 2,725; total deaths, 264. 
The 
mercury laBt night fell nearly to the frost 
line. It is cool to-night, but frost before 
the last of October would break the 
record for the past sixteen years. 
The 
Citizens’ Association to-day referred to 
the 
Executive Committee 
the ques­ 
tion of asking the 
people through­ 
out 
the 
country 
to 
discontinue 
their 
contributions. 
To date there 
have been received here $236,867. The 
disbursements have been $74.478; leav­ 
ing a balance on hand of $162,639. The 
demands of the indigent have steadily 
grown from $10,000 to $32,000 per week, 
but it is believed they will now decrease 
with the more stringent measures adopt­ 
ed to prevent imposition on the part of 
those who have practiced the grossest 
frauds to obtain more rations than they 
were entitled to. 
N ew O r l e a n s, October 1.—All shot­ 
gun quarantines in Mississippi have been 
withdrawn. 
The railroads throughout 
the State and Louisiana have resumed 
business. 
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■ lie 
S e p te m b e r Wheat llu lg c and 
Sonio off I t * Hewn It*. 
C h ic a g o, October 1 .— The excitement 
on ’Change over the September wheat 
deal ceased Saturday, only to be resumed 
this morning. 
W hen the opening bell 
tapped at 10:30 the failure of Frank 
Clifton & Co., and S. C. Orr were an­ 
nounced, and this only added to the ex­ 
citement. The crowd began to lose their 
heads because of the heavy covering iu 
December wheat. 
There was a perfect 
craze to buy. 
The advance for thirty 
minutes was most rem arkable, and there 
is no telling where it would have ceased 
had not Hutchinson eased the m arket by 
liberal selling. 
8. C. Orr said his liabili­ 
ties are about $50,000. and that his sus­ 
pension is due to to the failure of part of 
his customers to respond to his calls for 
margins. 
He said he would be able to 
resume in a day or two. 
From friends 
of the other firm it was learned th at it 
was short about 50,000 bushels on Sep­ 
tem ber wheat, also on October lard. 
Many retail bread dealers of this city 
have raised the price one cent per loaf, 
on account of the increased price oí wheat. 
THE NEW YORK FAILURES. 
N ew Y o r k , October 1. — Williams, 
Black A Company, the commission m er­ 
chants whose failure was announced Fri­ 
day, to-day notified Produce, Cotton and 
Coffee Exchanges that they were pre­ 
pared to m eet their liabilities in full. 
The failure of C. C. M arsh A Company 
is announced on the stock exchanges. 
The firm consists ol Charles C. M arsh, a 
board member, and Joseph N. Collins, 
Chauncey F. Kerr, special membors.

T h e y C om e V ery Near Proving l» l« . 
Appointment* to Indiana. 
I n d ia n a p o l is, Ind., October 1.—It 
authoritavely stated this eveniug 
by 
members of the Indiana State Republi­ 
can Committee th a t the National Com­ 
mittee has notified them that owing to 
the dem and for Mr. Blaine in the East, 
his appointments for Indiana would be 
confined to two speeches, instead of live 
as at first announced. C hairm an Huston 
in au interview with an Assoiated Press 
correspondent to-night on the subject, 
said the cancellation of three of Mr. 
Blaine’s Indiana dates was a great disap­ 
pointment to the State Committee and 
would be disappointing to thousands of 
Republicans throughout the State, who 
have anticipated hearing Mr. Blaine. 
Later—The protest of Chairman H us­ 
ton, of the State Committee, as to the 
cancellation of Mr. Blaine’s appoint­

Obedient to the Trust. 
B o st o n , October 1.—The Bay State 
Sugar Refinery, acting under orders from 
the Sugar Trust headquarters in New 
York, closed down Saturday night for 
good, thus throwing out of employment 
300 men. 
President Atkins of the Bay 
State Sugar Company, when questioned, 
sold: “ I do not regard it as a perm anent 
shut down. 
It is an economic business 
arrangem ent. The dem and for refined 
sugars lets up usually about October 1st. 
During November and December all the 
sugar refineries cut down their melting.

W a sh in g t o n , October 1.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day among the bills reported from 
Committees and placed on the calendar, 
was the Housp bill to forfeit certain 
lands granted the Northern Pacific. 
The President’s message announcing 
the approval of the Chinese Exclusion 
bill was received and read. 
After a brief 
debate, on motion of Sherm an, it was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 
Hale offered a resolution reciting the 
circular of Gen. Bennett, directing the 
discharge of Republican employees from 
the United States arsenals, stating that 
under it honorably discharged soldiers of 
the Union Army, and the widowsjand 
daughters of soldiers have been dis­ 
charged, and directing the Secretary of 
War to transm it to the Senate forthwith 
full information as to such order, stating 
fully w hether the necessities of the De­ 
partm ent required that the order should 
be issued and why an order issued on 
public business should be marked “ Con­ 
fidential.” 
H ale said that there was 
nothing in the previous history or record 
of the Secretary of War th at would have 
led him (Hale) to believe that he would 
have perm itted or authorized the issuing 
of such a circular, extending (for the first 
time) party prescription to women and 
children. 
He did not know, in the his­ 
tory of party politics and party conflicts, 
an instance where the dogma, “ To the 
victors belong the spoils,” had been car­ 
ried to th at extent. 
Cockrell objected to im mediate consid­ 
eration of the resolution and said th at he 
would to-morrow answer fully the re­ 
marks of the Senator from M aine, and 
would state what, the Democratic party 
was responsible for and what it should 
have done long ago. 
The resolution went over till to-mor­ 
row. The Senate then took up unfinished 
business and after executive, adjourned. 
NORTHERN PACIFIC FORFEIT BILL. 
Senator Dolph, from the Committee on 
Public Lands, reported as an am endm ent 
to a sim ilar bill which has passed the 
House, the Senate bill to forfeit all lands 
granted to the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company which are co-terminous with 
that part of its line which phall not be 
constructed at the date of the passage of 
the bill. This, however, is not to be con­ 
strued as forfeiting the right of way or 
station grounds needed by the company 
in constructing its roads. 
W here per­ 
sons are in possession of forfeited lands 
under a title secured in good faith from 
the N orthern Pacific, prior to January 1, 
1887, they shall b 3 entitled to purchase 
the same from the United States in quan­ 
tities not exceeding 320 acres to any one 
person, at the rate of $2.50 per acre. 
The city of Portland is confirmed in its 
right to the land conveyed to it by the 
Northern Pacific for the purpose of en ­ 
abling the city to secure a good water 
eupply.

Kilgore replied that he had notaing to 
do with this bill, whereon Lym an, of 
Iow a,dem aneed a second on the motion, 
and intimated his intention of raising 
the point of no quorum. Then Kilgore 
manifested a desire to compromise, and 
withdrew the point he had made against 
Morrow’s bill, and Mr. Abbott tempora­ 
rily withdrew his motion to enable the 
San Francisco m atter to be again called 
up, but this tim e it m et with no better 
fate, Anderson, of Mississippi, being the 
objector.

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CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


The News Creates General 
Rejoicing. 


EXCITEMENT 
IN 
CHINATOWN. 


Federal Officials and the New Law 
Novel Retaliation SngffCHt- 
ed to China#

San Francisco, October 1.—The news 
of President Cleveland’s approval of the 
Chinese Exclusion 
bill was received 
here to-day with a marked degree of in­ 
terest. Large crowds congregated around 
the newspaper bulletin boards and dis­ 
cussed the situation. 
The news reached 
the Chinese quarter of the town early 
and the announcement of the approval of 
the bill was soon posted on a bulletin 
board there. The Chinese manifested 
considerable excitement. The principal 
subject of discussion here is as to what 
effect the bill will have upon the several 
thousand Chinese who have arrived here 
within the past year and have been 
landed by the Federal Courts upon writs 
of habeas corpus, and are now out on 
hail awaiting examination; and also 
upon the two thousand more Chinese 
who are now on their way to this port. 
About two hundred Chinese 
arrived 
here 
Saturday 
on 
the 
steamer 
City 
of 
New 
York. 
The 
Bel 
gic 
will 
be 
due 
next 
Thursday 
with eight hundred. Three other steam­ 
ers are now on the Pacific with over one 
thousand Celestials bound for this port. 
There is considerable speculation as to 
whether the courts will permit these 
Chinamen to come ashore on writs of 
habeas corpus, and then release them 
upon bail pending examination, or com­ 
pel them to remain aboard the steamers 
and return to their own country. 
Collector of Port Hager expressed him­ 
self to-day as being doubtful of the bill’s 
effectiveness. “The present bill,’’ he 
said, “is intended toexclude the Chinese. 
So was the Restriction act. But did the 
Restriction act exclude them? If the 
Bame principle is applied to this bill as 
was applied to the other, I don’t see that 
it is going to be any great improvement. 
If the courts can continue to land Chi­ 
nese on writs of habeas corpus and allow 
them on our soil ou bail, that will abro­ 
gate any kind of restriction by Congress. 
When they are allowed bail they are in 
the country, and they then forfeit their 
bail and remain here in spite of the law.’’ 
The Collector concluded by stating that 
in all probability he would, when offi­ 
cially informed of the passage and ap­ 
proval of the bill, refuse landing to Chi­ 
nese whether bearing return certificates 
or not, unless writs of habeas corpus 
were issued by the courts, in which case 
the matter would be out of his hands. 
United Stateb District Attorney Carey 
stated that in his opinion the bill could 
not affect the 5000 Chinese now out on 
bail, but he believed that those now on 
their way here would be refused landing. 
He further stated that he did not believe 
that writs of habeas corpus would be 
issued except possibly in one or two 
cases, in order to make a test of the mat­ 
ter in the courts. 
A prominent lawyer who handles 
Chinese cases almost exclusively in the 
Federal courts, stated that in his opinion 
writs of habeas corpus would still have 
to be issued to Chinese demanding them, 
as it was a Constitutional right, and that 
bail also would have to be issued as here­ 
tofore. He also expressed the belief that 
all Chinese holding return certificates 
could return to this country in spite of 
the Exclusion bill, as the United States 
Supreme Court has decided on several 
occasions that Congress cannot annul ex 
isting contracts such as these certificates 
are. 
_ 
Demonstrations were held in this city 
and other places in the State this even­ 
ing, to celebrate the passage and approval 
of the bill. 
A RED LETTER DAY. 
An impromptu parade and large mass 
meeting at Metropolitan Hall, under the 
auspices of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, to-night, gave an oppor­ 
tunity for the citizens of San Fran­ 
cisco to express their gratification at 
the signing of the Chinese Exclusion bill 
by President Cleveland. 
At headquar­ 
ters of both the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic committees dispatches of congratu­ 
lation from a number of points in the 
State were read, showing conclusively 
that public sentiment stamped this as a 
red-letter day in the history of Cali­ 
fornia.

N ew Y o r k , October 1.—China, or at 
least some of the officials of China, wish 
to retaliate for the American restriction 
laws, by laws prohibiting the importa­ 
tion of American kerosene into China. 
Chang Chietung Viceroy of Canto, has ad­ 
dressed a memorial to the Emperor in 
which he arrigns that kerosene is a great 
menace to the peace and prosperity of the 
Empire. 
It burned up 400 houses at 
swatoa, not long ago, he sayr, and before 
that destroyed 
a steamer and cost 
800 people their Uves. 
Soon afterward 
it burned 1,000 houses in Canton and 
destroyed $10,000,000 worth of property. 
It is responsible, he says, for nine-tenths 
of the fires every winter in Canton. He 
declares that it has done incalculable in­ 
jury to life and property; that it is worse 
than opium,being most swift and terrible 
in its deadliness, and that it has almost 
destroyed the native industry in peanut, 
cotton seed and bean oil. On account of

The Chinese Exclusion Bill 
Becomes a Law, 


SIGNED 
BY 
T H E 
PRESIDENT. 


A M essage R eview ing th e H istory of 
th e C onditions L eading to the 
M easure. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d ! 


W a s h in g to n , October 1.—The Presi 
dent sent the following message to Con­ 
gress to-day: 
I have this day approved the House 
bill supplementary to an act entitled 
“ An Act to Execute Certain Treaty Stip­ 
ulations Relating to C hina,” approved 
the 6th day of May, 1882. 
It seems to m e th a t some suggestions 
and recommendations may properly ac­ 
company my approval of the bill. Its 
object is to more effectually accomplish, 
by legislation, the exclusion from this 
■countrv of Chinese laborers. The exper­ 
im ent of blending the social habits and 
■mutual race idiosyncracies of the Chinese 
laboring class with those of the great 
body of the people of the United States 
has been proved by the experience of 
tw enty years, and ever since the Burlin­ 
game treaty of 1868, to be in every sense 
unwise, impolitic and injurious to both 
nations. 
W ith the lapse of time the ne­ 
cessity for its abandonment has grown in 
force until those having in charge the 
government of the two countries have 
resolved to modify and sufficiently abro­ 
gate all those features of prior conven­ 
tional arrangements which perm itted the 
coming of Chinese laborers to the United 
States. 
VIOLATION OF 
PRIOR CONVENTIONALITIES, 
On modification of prior conventions 
the treaty of November 17,1880, was con­ 
cluded, whereby in the first article there­ 
of, it was agreed that the United States 
should at will, regulate, lim it or suspend 
the coming of Chinese laborers to the 
U nited States, but not absolutely pro­ 
hibit it, and under this article and act of 
Congress, approved May 6, 1882, and 
am ended July 5, ^ 1884, suspended for 
ten years the coming of Chinese labor­ 
ers to the United States, and regulated 
the going and coming of such Chinese 
laborers as were at th at time in the 
U nited States. 
It was, however, soon made evident 
th at the mercenary greed of parties who 
■were trading in labor of this class of the 
Chinese 
population, 
were 
proving 
too 
strong for the just execution of 
the law, and that a virtual defeat of 
th e object and intent of both the law and 
the treaty,was being fraudu lently accom­ 
plished by false pretense and perjury, 
contrary to the expressed will of both 
governments. 
To 
such 
an 
e x ­ 
tent 
has 
the 
successful 
vio­ 
lation ^ of 
the 
treat}' 
and 
laws 
enacted for its execution progressed that 
the courts in the Pacific States have beeD 
•for some time past overwhelmed by the 
examination oi cases of Chinese laborers 
•who are charged with having entered our 
porta under fraudulent certificates of re­ 
turn, or who seek to establish by per­ 
jury the claim of prior residence. 
Such a demonstration of the inopera­ 
tive and inefficient condition of the treaty 
and law has produced deep-eeated and 
increasing discontent among the people 
of the United States, and especially with 
those resident on the Pacific Coast. This 
has induced me to omit no effort to find 
an effectual remedy for the evils com­ 
plained of, and to answer the earnest 
popular dem and for the absolute exclu­ 
sion of Chinese laborers, having objects 
an d purposes unlike our own and wholly 
disconnected with American citizenship. 
THE SITUATION UNDERSTOOD 
BY CHINA. 
Aided by the presence in this country 
of the able and intelligent diplomatic and 
consular officers of the Chinese Govern­ 
m ent and representations made from 
tim e to time by our M inister in China 
under instructions of the Department of 
State, the actual condition of public sen­ 
tim ent, and the status of affairs in the 
U nited States has been fully known to 
the Government of China. The necessity 
for a remedy has been fully appreciated 
by that Government, and in August,1886, 
our M inister at Pekin, received from the 
Chinese Foreign Office a communication 
announcing th at China of her own accord 
proposed to establish a system of strict 
and absolute prohibition of her laborers, 
under heavy penalties, from coming to 
th e United States, likewise to prohibit 
the return to the United States of any 
laborer who had at any tim e been back 
to China, in order that (in the words of 
th e communication) “ Chinese laborers 
m av be gradually reduced in number 
and the causes of danger averted and 
Jives preserved.” 
This view of the Chinese Government, 
completely in harm ony with that of the 
United States, was by 
my direction 
speedily formulated in a treaty drafted 
between the two nations, embodying the 
propositions presented by the Chinese 
Foreign Office. 


HISTORY OF THE REJECTED TREATY. 
The deliberations, frequent oral dis­ 
cussions and correspondence on the gen­ 
eral questions th at ensued have been 
fully communicated by m e to the Senate 
during the present session, and as con­ 
tained in Senate Executive Documents, 
P arts 1 and 1, and in Senate Executive 
Document No. 272, which may be prop­ 
erly referred to as containing a complete 
history of the transaction. It is thus 
easy to learn how the joint desires and 
the unequivocal m utual understanding 
of the two governments were brought in­ 
to articulated form in the treaty, which 
after a mutual exhibition of the” plenary 
powers from the respective governments, 
was signed and concluded by the pleni­ 
potentiaries of the United States and 
China, at this capital, March 12th laBt, 
being submitted for the advice and con­ 
sent of the Senate, its confirmation was 
made on the 7th day of May last, ac­ 
com panied by the amendments which 
th a t body engrafted upon it. On the 12th 
day of the same month the Chinese Min­ 
ister, who was a plenipotentiary of his 
governm ent in the negotiation and con­ 
clusion of the treaty, in a note to the Sec­ 
retary of the State, gave his approval of 
these am endments, “ as they did not 
alter the term s of the treaty,” and the 
am endm ents were at once telegraphed to 
China, whether the original treaty had 
previously been sent immediately after 
its signature on March 12th. 


T H E SUPPLEMENTARY BILL. 
On the 13th day of the last month I 
approved Senate bill, No. 3 303. to pro­ 
hibit the coming of Chinese laborers to 
the United States. This bill was in­ 
tended to supplement the treaty, and 
was approved in confident anticipation of 
an early exchange of the ratification of 
the treaty and its amendments, and the 
proclamation of the same, upon which 
«vent the legislation so approved was by 
i t s terms to take effect. 
No information of any definite action 
upon the treaty by the Chinese Govern­ 
m ent w a s received until the 21st ultimo. 


the day the bill which I have just ap­ 
proved, was presented to me, when a 
telegram from our Minister at Pekiug to 
the Secretary of State, announced the 
refusal of the Chinese Government to 
exchange ratifications of the treaty, un­ 
less further discussion be had vrith a 
view to a shorter period than stipulated 
in the treaty for the exclusion of Chinese 
laborers, and to change the conditions 
agreed on which should entitle any 
('hiñese laborer who m ight go hack to 
China to return again to the United 
8tates. 
, 
A THIRD AMENDMENT WANTED. 
By a note from the Charge d ’Affaire? 
ad Interim of China to the Secretary of 
State, received on the evening of the 
25th ultimo (a copy of which is hereby 
transm itted, together with 
the reply 
thereto), a third am endment is proposed, 
whereby the certificate under which any 
departing Chinese laborer alleging the 
possession of property. in the United 
States would bo enabled to return to this 
country should be granted by the Chinese 
Consul instead of the United States Col­ 
lector, as had been provided in the 
treaty. The obvious and necessary effect 
of this last proposition would be to prac­ 
tically to place the execution of the 
treaty beyond the control of the United 
States. 
Article I of the treaty, proposed to be 
so materially altered, had in the course 
of the negotiations been settled in acqui­ 
escence with the request of the Chinese 
Plenipotentiary and to his expressed sat­ 
isfaction. 
In 1886, as appears on the documents 
heretofore referred to, the Chinese For­ 
eign Office had formally proposed to our 
Minister the strict exclusion of Chinese 
laborers from the United States, w ithout 
limitation, and had otherwise and more 
definitely stated that no term s whatever 
for exclusion were necessary, for the rea­ 
son that China would of itself take steps 
to prevent its laborers from coming to the 
United States. 
In the course of the negotiations that 
followed, a suggestion from the same 
quarter led to the insertion in behalf of 
the United States, the term of thirty 
years, and this term was upon the repre­ 
sentations of the Chinese plenipotentiary 
reduced to twenty years, and was finally 
so agreed upon. 


NO DISCRIMIMATION AGAINST CHINESE SUB­ 
JECTS. 
Article II was wholly of Chinese origin­ 
ation, and to that alone owes its presence 
in the treaty, and it is here pertinent to 
remark that everywhere in the United 
States the laws for the collection of debts 
are equally available to all creditors, 
without respect to race, sex, nationality 
or place of residence; and equally with 
citizens or subjects of the most favored 
nations, and with citizens of the United 
States, recovery can be had in any court 
of justice in the United States by a sub­ 
ject of China, w hether of the laboring or 
any other class. No disability ao-rues 
from the non-residence of the plaintiff, 
whose claim can be enforced in the usual 
way by him or his assignee or attorney 
in any court of justice. 
In this respect 
it cannot be alleged that there exists the 
slightest discrimination against Chinese 
subjects; and it is a notable fact that 
large trading firms and companies and 
individual merchants and traders of that 
nation are 
profitably established at 
numerous 
points 
ihroughout 
the 
Union, in 
whose hands every claim 
transm itted by an absent Chinaman, of 
just and lawful nature, could be com­ 
pletely enforced. 
The adm itted and param ount right and 
duty of every government to exclude 
from the borders all elements of foreign 
population which, for any reason, retard 
its prosperity or are detrim ental to the 
moral and physical health of the people, 
must be regarded as a recognized canon 
of international law and intercourse. 
CHINA’S INFIDELITY. 
China herself has not dissented from 
this doctrine, but has by expressions to 
which I have referred, léd U9 confidently 
to rely upon such action on her part in 
co-operation with the United States as 
would enforce the exclusion of Chinese 
laborers from our country. 
This co-operation has not, however, 
been accorded us. 
Thus from the unex­ 
pected and disappointing refusal of the 
Chinese Government to confirm the acts 
of its authorized agent and to carry into 
effect an international agreement, the 
main feature of which was voluntarily 
presented by that Government for our 
acceptance, and which has been the sub­ 
ject of long and careful deliberation, an 
emergency arises in which the Govern­ 
ment of the United States is called upon 
to act in self-defense by the exercise of 
its legislative powers. 
I cannot but regard the expressed de 
maml on the part of China for a re-exam­ 
ination and renewed discussion oí the 
topics so completely covered by the 
mutual treaty stipulation, and an in­ 
definite postponement 
and 
practical 
abandonment of the objects we have in 
view, to which the Government of China 
may justly be considered pledged. 


JUST AND FAIR RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The facts and circumstances which I 
have narrated lead me on in the perform­ 
ance of what seems to me my official 
duty, to join Congress in dealing legis­ 
latively with the question of the exclu­ 
sion of Chinese laborers, in lien of the 
further attem pt to adjust it by interna­ 
tional agreement. But while thus exer­ 
cising our undoubted right in the inter­ 
ests of our people aud the general wel­ 
fare of our country, justnees and fairness 
seem to requite that some provision be 
made by an act or joint 
resolution 
under which 
Chinese 
laborers 
as 
shall actually have embarked on their 
return to the United States before the 
passage of the law this day approved, 
and are now on the way, may be perm it­ 
ted to land, provided they have duly and 
lawfully obtained, and shall present cer­ 
tificates heretofore 
issued 
perm itting 
them to return in accordance with the 
provision of the existing law ; nor should 
our recourse to legislative measures of 
exclusion cause us to retire from the of­ 
fer we have made to indemnify such Chi­ 
nese subjects as have suffered damage 
through violation in remote and compar­ 
atively unsettled portions of our coun­ 
try 
at 
the 
hands 
of 
lawless 
men. Therefore, I recommend without 
acknowledging legal liability therefore, 
but because it was stipulated in the treaty 
which has failed to take effect,and in the 
spirit of humanity befitting our nation, 
that there be appropriated the sum of 
$276,619.75, payable to 
the 
Chinese 
Minister at the capital on behalf of his 
Government as full indemnity for all 
losses and injuries sustained by Chinese 
subjects in the manner and under the 
circumstances mentioned.
